The death of Ed Lockhart brings 
to an end the career of what Ok­ 
lahoma peace officers have describ­ 
ed as the “big three” in the recent 
criminal history of the state. 
Henry Starr, Al Spencer and Ed 
Lockhart, the three ranking togeth­ 
er as outstanding 
leaders 
among 
Oklahoma outlaws, all died within 
a comparatively short span from 
bullets from peace officers* guns. 
Lockhart was alleged 
to 
have 
been closely associated with Starr 
and Spencer in many acts of brig­ 
andage in Oklahoma and Arkansas. 
Starr died in Harrison, Arkansas, 
in February, 1921, shot down by 
citizens wko apprehended him in 
the attempted robbery of a 'bank. 
Spencer was killed by a posse head­ 
ed by Alva McDonald, United States 
marshal for western Oklahoma late 
last year in a raid on 
the 
band­ 
its’ stronghold in Hie Osage hill. 
Lockhart died today like his as­ 
sociates, “with his boots on,” and 
in defiance of representatives of the 
law. 
Gained Prominence at Harrison. 
Lockhart first 
attained 
promi­ 
nence as an outlaw in the very rob­ 
bery that brought death to Starr. 
After his leader was shot Lockhart 
escaped. Later he was arrested at 
Harrison charged with the robbery 
of a bank at Eureka Springs, Ark­ 
ansas. Confined in jail at Harrison 
he held up the jailor and fled. 
In May, 1922, a bank at Gore, 
Oklahoma, was robbed and Lockhart 
was sought for alleged participa­ 
tion. 
In February, 1923, he was ar­ 
rested at Sallisaw charged with the 
robbery of a bank there. In April 
of that year he pleaded guilty to 
robbing the Gore bank and accept­ 
ed a 20-year sentence in the. Okla­ 
homa penitentiary rather than be 
extradited * to Harrison where he 
declared he feared mob violence. 
In August last year J. C. Walton, 
then governor, granted Lockhart a 
90-day leave from the penitentiary. 
Two days later a bank at Mazie in 
Mayes county was robbed and his 
leave ^as revoked.

LONDON.— Britons who have for 
many years been living abroad fo r 1 
six months of the year in order to 
evade the income tax collector, re­ 
ceived a shock on reading in& their 
papers that the Inland Revenue de­ 
partment officials are after them. 
This method of tax evasion has 
become so widespread that action 
had become necessary. Every bank 
in Great Britain and Northern Ire­ 
land has been circularized announc­ 
ing that whether a man lives abroad 
six months in the year or not, his 
income must be taxed. 
The residential qualification ap­ 
plies only to persons coming here 
from the Dominions or a foreign 
country who do not have to pay In­ 
come tax if they stay less than six 
months. The authorities expect to 
gather in hundreds* of thousands of 
pounds in taxes from Britons who 
are dodging payment by temporary 
residence in Europe.

The Cresting. 
There were curious events In the 
voyage of Jack and Solomon.

DELHI—The 
strained 
relations 
between 
India 
and 
Afghanistan 
were discussed by the Viceroy,,# Lord 
Heading, 
in opening the 
second 
session 
of 
the 
Indian 
legislature 
here and at the same time he ex­ 
pressed anxiety for the future of 
the Indian reforms. 
Alluding to the rum ors of the al­ 
leged intentions of the British Gov­ 
ernment toward 
Afghanistan, 
and 
of the latter in 
relation 
to 
the 
situation, the Viceroy declared them 
to be without foundation 
“ Certain 
questions 
have, how­ 
ever, been under discussion between 
the two governments,’* x,ord Head­ 
ing said. 
“Those discussions are now near­ 
ing a satisfactory solution. 
The 
discussions owe their origin to out­ 
rages, 
notably 
those 
at 
Barshore 
and 
Spinsilla, ' committed 
on 
our 
frontier 
by Wazirs 
domiciled in 
Afghanistan. They were complicated 
by the execution of these outrages 
from a base in Afghanistan and by 
the removal of loot to Afghan te r­ 
ritory. In some cases also the per­ 
petrators were deserters from the 
British Indian military units who 
had found employment in Afghan­ 
istan. 
•’The raids were serious in their 
results. In addition to prova*te losses 
four 
British 
officers 
and 
eighty- 
one Indian Sepoys of our regular 
milita Indian units lost their lives. 
Subsequent

events, two 
Afghan subjects murdered two un­ 
armed British officers near Bandi 
Kotal 
and 
fled 
to 
Afghanistan

they were arrested by order 


of their government, but later escap­ 
ed

custody.

were not Afghan subjects, the men 
who had m urder et! Mrs. Ellis and 
abducted her daughter, irthde good 
their escape to Afghan territory. 
“The outrages to i*hich I have 
made allusion were complotly liqui­ 
dated during the present month; as 
delicate negotiations were in 
pro­ 
gress, you will realize that it wast 
not possible to make a statement 
about

developments 
at 
ar 
earlier date. 
“ I cannot conceal from you that 
the political situation iii Us consti­ 
tutional 
asptcts causes 
me 
some 
anxiety for the future of the re­ 
forms. I still wonder what purpose 
benefical to India will be served 
by any course destined to destroy 
the continuity of progress in the 
reform government. No change in 
the constitution can be effected by 
legitimate 
and 
peaceful methods, 
save with the assent of the British 
Parliament. 
“ It is of the greatest moment to 
India 
at this juncture 
that her 
elected 
representatives 
of 
their 
present 
position 
should 
make 
a 
wise choice 
as 
regards 
thecourse 
they will pursue. I earnestly pray 
that calm judgment and a deair* 
for mutual understanding and good­ 
will may characterize this session

OKLAHOMA CITY, March 26.— 
The state department of education 
in making a 
survey 
of 
district 
school conditions preparatory to pay­ 
ing out the $650,000 appropriated 
by the recent legislature for “ weak” 
schools. 
First warrants on the* fund will 
be forwarded from Oklahoma City 
June 15, according to M. A. Nash, 
state superintendent of education. 
The condition of the districts and 
their need for state aid will be defi­ 
nitely established before the state 
hoard of education passes on tho 
claims, Mr. Nash said. The depart­ 
ment prepared the survey and rec­ 
ommends the districts it considers 
entitled to aid. 
Sixteen hundred districts have ap­ 
pealed tot1'aid. several of them hav­ 
ing closed their schools because of 
the lack of funds. Of this number 
less than 900 probably will qualify 
for aid, Mr. Nash said. Nine hun­ 
dred 
and 
thirty-five 
districts 
re­ 
solved 
$650,000 in state aid last 
year. 
Many of the schools which closed 
earlier in the year because of the 
money shortage have reopened, se­ 
curing credit on the passage of the 
school aid bill by the legislature, 
the superintendent said. 
Under the conditions of the law 
the money cannot be used for any 
purpose but the payment of salar­ 
ies. A rural school cannot receive 
aid which would make the total cost 
for the school, including salaries 
and other expenses for the year ex­ 
ceed $1,200 per teacher employed. 
Union 
graded districts may be 
aided should the expense not ex­ 
ceed $1,300 per teacher and $70 
per pupil. The conditions for tho 
conditions for the consolidated dis­ 
tricts and independent districts is 
$1,400 
per teacher and 
$55 
per 
pupil. For independent districts the 
total aid granted may not exceed 
$2.50 per enrolled pupil. 
Any districts receiving aid, ac­ 
cording to the terms of tile law, 
must have a maximum 15-mill levy 
for school purposes this year ex­ 
clusive of the sinking fund. 
The money will be paid through 
county treasurers and may he dis­ 
bursed only upon vouchers duly is­ 
sued and delivered to tile teachers. 


George A. Withers, national chair­

assistance,

ren’s Welfare work is to avoid as 
far as possible tile institutional care 
of orphans in segregated buildings 
with the monotony of daily routine, 
and what the Legion believes to be, 
a lack of opportunity for self de­ 
velopment. 
Every 
effort 
will 
be 
made to place the children in pri­ 
vate homos, witU the Legion and 
Auxiliary acting as God-parents to 
each orphan. 
When it is found impossible to 
obtain the right kind of homes for 
orphansk they will be placed in the 
American 
Legion 
cottage 
homes 
which are to be erected iii several 
districts of the country. 
It is planned to establish a re­ 
gional cottage settlement at Inde­ 
pendence. Kau., which will care for 
the orphans from Oklahoma, A rk ­ 
ansas. Texas, Missouri, Kansas, Col­ 
orado, Nebraska and Iowa. 
Within these cottage settlements 
Le gion ‘‘Children’* will be placed iii 
small family groups, duplicating as 
nearly as possible the real home 
life where tjje orphan would re­ 
cti ye “ Childhood’s due of love and 
interest.’’
